PRANKS OF A LOOSE BEAR. 


Scares St. Louis Folk, Hugs a Colored 
Woman, and Climbs a Pols.

ST. LOUIS, May 27.—A 400-pound bear, 
two and a half years old, escaped from 
his owner, Mike Kanter, a saloon keeper, 
at 141 Franklin Avenue, at midnight last 
night. 

Bob, the bear, is well known. He has 
been petted and spoiled till he feels that 
he is the real ruler of the district. His 
home up to a few days ago was in the 
back end of the saloon, and when he was! 
removed from there to a shed in the rear 
by order of Excise Commissioner Mulvi- 
hill, Bob resented the order bitterly and 
began to show his first symptoms of a 
temper.

He grabbed and hugged her, and 
her startled shrieks curdled the blood of 
all who heard them. No one volunteered 
to go to her assistance, 

At this juncture Bob’s owner came 
running up, and the bear, dropping the 
woman, took refuge up a telegraph pole. 
He refused to come down, and Kanter 
started up the pole after him. Bob's 
fesr now became so great that he lost 
his hold on the pole and came tumbling 
down, striking his master in his flight 
and bearing him with him to the ground. 

Kanter was badly bruised by his fall, 
but he grabbed Bob, administered some

Many Reform Plans Awaiting 
Pennsylvania Road President. 


COAL SHIPPERS COMBINING 


Would Put an Operator In Congress— 
Declare Hepburn Is Hostile to 
Relief Measures. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 27.—As a result 
of the unexpected start for this country 
from Europe of President Alexander J. 
Cassatt of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, who is due to arrive at New 
York on Thursday evening or Friday 
morning next, on the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Liner Amerika, the plans of those 
members of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission in charge of the coal in- 
quiry may be changed in important par- 
ticulars, 

Instead of holding their next meeting 
either in Pittsburg’ or Washington, as 
arranged, it was announced yesterday by 
a coal operator, who furnished the com- 
mission much information revealing con- 
graft among Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials in charge of the distri- 
bution of cars, that the Commisgioners 
would, in all probability, reconvene here 
before visiting other cities, 

This would meet the convenience of 
President Cassatt, who, it is understood, 
desired to be heard by the commission, 
and at the same time it would keep the 
investigating body in closer touch with 
other high officials whose presence may 
be needed in cunnection with testimony 
given by the head of the Pennsylvania 
system. There are several officers in 
the Broad Street Station who, called upon 
to testify last week, for one reason or 
another were missing from the long roll 
of witnesses. 

William A. Glasgow, Jr., special coun- 
sel for the commission, and his assist- 
ants, H. B. Hartswick, a Clearfield law- 
yer, and A. C. Storrs, consulting engineer, 
of Scranton, will hold a meeting this 
morning, to consider much raw material 
which is to form the working basis of the 
coal inquiry when the sittings are re- 
sumed, either here or in Pittsburg or 
Washington. On Wednesday a confer- 
ence will be held with Chairman Knapp 
and Commissioner Cockrell, and the next 
place of meeting, as well as time of that 
meeting, will be decided upon, 


Many Plans for Reforms. 


Many plang for reform will be present- 
ed to President Cassatt on his hoamecom- 
ing, and that he will not hesitate to make 
examples of even the highest Pénnsyl- 
vania Railroad officials who are num- 
bered among the “ grafters” is a con- 
clusion. voiced yesterday. by .a prominent 
officer, whose record is clean, This view 
is held generally by the Broad Street Sta- 
tion officials, 

“It is not at all likely that President 
Cassatt will indorse the views expressed 
by First Vice President Green to the 
effect that he saw nothing wrong in‘a 
railroad man, even though concerned in 
the distribution of cars, owning coal 
stocks,’ said the prominent officer with 
the clean record. ‘“‘ Frequently he has of- 
fered objections to such practices in the 
general offices, 30 you may expect the 
heads of the grafters, no matter how ex- 
alted their positions, to come under the 
axe of his wrath.” 

One reform that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission is certain to suggest in 
its report to Congress, it is declared, re- 
lates to the ownership of private cars by 
operators. Without’ exception, the ship- 
pers who appeared on the witness stand 
at the recent meetings of the commission 
in this city, many of them confessedly 
the receivers of favors in exchange for 
graft, condemned the “individual” car, 
which has been forced upon them by the 
present conditions of inadequacy in the 
distribution of cars by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 

Thousands of “individual” cars have 
been forced upon operators in order to 
make possible anything like successful 
competition, entailing upon them expen- 
ditures of millions of dollars, in most 
cases with little or no benefit, the car 
distributors in making up their allot- 
ments calmly counting in the private 
cars a8 part of the owner's ordinary pro 
rata. 

All. these witnesses declared that the 
private car should be eliminated and that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
should be compelled actually to make its 
distribution according to a pro rata based 
upon the real capacity of an operator's 
mines. The distribution, too, they ar- 
gued, should be public, thus doin away 
be mnuch of the prevalent evil of favor 

tism. 

This view of the car distribution ques- 
tion Is taken by Commissioners Cockrell 
and Knapp, who also hold that publicity 
should be given to the rating of mine 
capacities. 

A favorite argument put forth by Fran- 
cis Gowen, General Solicitor for the Penn- 
sylvania Company, before the coal in- 
quiry in defense of the obtaining system 
of car distribution is that the allotment 
in certain cases should be restricted to 
prevent the shipper obtaining cars in ex- 
cess of his selling abilities. As in all 
commercial pursuits, said the counselor, 
one man was a good salesman where an- 
other was not, and limiting the supply of 
cars to the latter was really beneficial. 

“Tt that Is the atandg, taken by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company,” says 
Mr. Glasgow, “ how then is a Jittle ship- 
per ever to become a big one? It amounts 
o this simply: Everything to the 
large operator; nothing to the small, It 
is the business of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, in its capacity of a com- 
mon carrier, to supply the cars according 
to the shipper’s pro rata and never to 
mind apout his ability to dispose o his 
product, at is strictly his own affatr,’ 

The prospect of their forthcoming suits 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany for alleged discrimination in car 
service dra ging interminably in the 
courts was discussed to-day by ooal . 4 
erators from various points at present in 
the city. It was said that many of the 
litigants were planning to unite forces 
and thus minimize their expenses, and at 
the same time present a solid body of 
such formidable. character as to give the 
railroad company pause.

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City Divided Into Zones with Rates 
from 5 Cents to 15. 


Announcement In detail of the new tele- 
phone rates which will go into effect on 
July 1 was made yesterday by the New 
York Telephone Company. 

The pay station rate in Manhattan will 
be 5 cents for all calls within the terri- 
tory below 110th Street. The same rate 
will hold within the Borough of Brooklyn, 
The rate from Manhattan to Brooklyn 
will be 10 cents and to Staten Island 15 
cents. The charge to subscribers in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx will be $48 instead 
of $60 for 600 local messages. 

Manhattan and the Bronx have been 
divided into zones for telephone rate 
purposes. The first zone extends from the 
Battery to 110th Street; the second from 
110th Street north, taking in Melrose 
and Tremont; third goes thence to the 
city line. Under this plan the pay sta- 
tion rate will be as follows: 

From any station in Zone 1 to any in 
Zone 1 or 2, 5 cents; from any station in 
Zone 2 to any point in Zone 1, 2 or 8, 5 
cents; from any station in Zone 8 to any 
station in Zone 8 or 2, 5 cents; from any 
station in Zone 8 to any station in Zone 
1, 10 cents, and vice versa. 

Near-by Long Island and New Jersey 
territory is also divided into zones. The 
zones in Kings and Queens Counties are 
Brooklyn, Long Island City, and Coney 
Island. Those in New Jersey are Jersey 
City, Hoboken, and Bayonne. In the 
more sparsely settled districts, the com- 
pany says, it will charge a flat rate and 
extend the area in which messages can 
be sent for the minimum price. Jamaica, 
Richmond Hill, and Queens are now sep- 
arate central offices, but they will be 
merged into one exchange under a fiat 
rate. 

In Manhattan party lines will be $42 in- 
stead of $48 for 600 local messages. Di- 
rect line service only will be furnished to 
business houses connecting with central 
offices south of 110th Street. 

U. N. Bethell, Vice President of the 
company, said yesterday that it has spent 
$4,500,000 on construction in the last six 
months, compared with $1,500,000 in the 
corresponding six months of last year. 
The switchboards at the central offices 
have been enlarged, new cables nave been 
laid in many sections of the city, and 
additional apparatus has been installed. 


MORE TRAIN HOODLUMS. 


Ten Young Ball Players Cut Up in the 
Subway and Are Arrested. 


Ten boys, whose ages range from 1é to 
17, were rounded up at the Ninety-sixth 
Street station of the Subway last night 
after they had annoyed the other passen- 
gers on a train all the way down from 
20ist Street. 

The youths had been playing ball, and 
were armed with bats, balls, gloves, and 
masks, which they hurled from one end 
of the car to the other, Tiring of this, 
they started in to do acrobatic tricks on 
the car straps.. Charles Wilhelm, & spe- 
cial policeman, tried to quiet the gang, 
but, even with the aid of the guards, was 
unable to do so. Then the gang applied 
the emergency brake. 

The sudden stopping of the trein threw 
a lot of passengers to their feet. This 
pleased the gang. Some of them started 
in to sound the train whistle, which added 
to the confusion and frightened some of 
the women passengers. Just after the 
train had been started once more the 
emergency brake was thrown on again, 
with similar results. 

At 110th Street Policeman Wilhelm left 
the train long enough to telephone to the 
Ninety-sixth Street Station to have police 
there on the arrival of the train. 

When the train reached Ninety-sixth 
Street a policeman was standing at each 
exit of the downtown side of the station, 
while three others ranged themselves on 
the station platform. As soon as the train 
was brought to a stop the three made a 
rush for the gang, who tried to escape by 
rushing up the stairs and scattering. All 
were caught, however, and taken to the 
West 100th’ Street Police Station, where 
they wero charged with disorderly con- 
duct. Later they were all bailed out. 


Twelve youths were locked up in the 
West ipod Street Station last night for 
acting in a disorderly way on the Third 
and Amsterdam Avenue car coming from 
Fort George. A policeman boarded each 
car and yanked the rowdiles off at 152d 
Street. 


A POWER HOUSE BLOW-OUT. 


Those Near By Thought an Earthquake 
Had Come—Williamsburg Cars Stop. 


An accident in the Williamsburg power 
house of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, at the foot of Division Avenues, 
yesterday afternoon tied up traffic for 
more than an hour. The generator in a 
dynamo on the Kent Avenue side of the 
big plant blew out, causing a distribu- 
tion of eleetricity that attracted hundreds 
ot people to the power house. Flames 
shot out through windows. 

A report got out that several men had 
been badly hurt. At the power house no 
information was obtainable.

WANT A TUNNEL INQUIRY. 


Engineer Saye the Penneyivania’s 
Work Is Too Dangerous.

TO SAVE PASSING TOW 


Incoming Ward Liner Niagara on 
the Mud Four Hours. 


A DREDGE BLOCKED HER WAY 


And the Pilot Took the Only Course 
to Save Her—Pulled Off at 
High Water. 


Wihle the Ward liner Niagara, coming 
in about 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
from Mexico via Havana, was passing 
through the Swash Channel, a tug with 
a steel dredge in tow crossed her bow. 


George 8S. Ronayne, the Sandy Hook pilot, 
who was bringing the steamship in, saw 
that he must either put the Niagara 
aground or else run into and sink the 
dredge. 

Pilot Ronayne decided on the former 
course. He swung the liner around at a 
point about midway between the middle 
bell buoy and Romer Beacon, which is a 
few hundred yards northeast of Romer 
Shoal, and ran his vessel on the mud. 

The Niagara was proceeding slowly 
through the channel. Ronayne and Capt. 
McKay were both on the bridge. The 
tug with the dredge in tow was on her 
way out to sea, and the schooner M. 8. 
Church was just ahead of the tug. Pilot 
Ronayne was busy manoeuvring the NI- 
agara to give the schooner room when 
suddenly the pilot in charge of the tug 
put his helm to port, swinging the dredge 
directly in front of the Niagara's bow. 
Leaving the liner fast aground, the tug 
and dredge passed out to sea, 

The Niagara signaled to the pilot boat 
New York to let the Ward Line officials 
in New York know what had happened 
and ask them to send tugs down the bay 
to pull the ship back into deep water. 

This the New York did, and two hours 
later the line’s tug President arrived. It 
was then low tide, and all the skipper 
could do was to wait for high water be- 
fore attempting to pull the Niagara clear. 
At 5 P. M. the tide was high enough, and 
the Niagara was easily pulled back into 
the channel. At 8:40 o’clock last night she 
arrived at the Ward Line pier in Brook- 
lyn and landed her passengers. 

As soon as the ship was berthed both 
Capt. McKay and Pilot Ronayne gave out 
statements showing how the Niagara 
grounded. Both statements were iden- 
tical. They agreed that the only thing 
that could have been done under the cir- 
cumstances was to go aground or sink the 
dredge.

REPORT ON MEAT 
CONVERTS CANNON 


Speaker Horrified by the 
Revelations. 


HERE IS NEILL’S STORY 


Summary of His State- 
ment to President. 


DISEASED ANIMALS USED 


Mr. Cannon Ready to Have the 
House Pass the Senate In- 
spection Bill Despite 
Packers’ Protests. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—The President 


made another point to-day in his fight 
against the packers who have been sell- 
ing meats unfit for human food to the 
American public. Speaker Cannon, who 
yesterday was the last stronghold of the 
packers, and the man on whom they re 
lied to stall the Beveridge bill, was turned 
into one of the most radical and rampant 
advocates of the bill, and will use all 
the monumental power of the Speaker- 
ship to rush it through. This was ac- 


letting him set forth the horrors of the 
meat industry as he saw them. 

There is no “ Neill report” yet in the 
sense of a formal written statement of 
findings with recommendations. Mr, Neill 
and James B, Reynolds of New York have 
written some facts for the information 
of the President and ‘ave told him 
vastly more orally, and Mr. Neill aid the 
Same with the Speaker to-day. Of course 
these things can be put in writing if the 
President directs. 

Notwithstanding all this there is a sen- 
timent in Congress for having Neill make 
@ report and making it public, without 
regard to the passage of the Beveridge 
bill. It is based on theory that the pub- 


Ho is entitled to the facts as well as to 
the legislation. John Sharp Williams 
contemplates introducing a resolution call- 
ing on the President, not for the Neill re- 
port, which does not yet exist as a forma] 
report, but for any information he has 
concerning the packing industry. 

When Senator Cullom, Speaker Cannon, 
and Representatives Madden and Lorimer 
were at the White House yesterday the 
President toki them that they were en- 
titled to know the results of the Neill in- 
quiry which had convinced him that the 
Beveridge law should be passed, and he 
would advise them to acquaint themselves 
with the facts. He urged them to see Mr. 
Neill, and have him tell them the whole 


story. 
This afternoon there was a conference 


at the house of Speaker Cannon, at which 
Messrs, Madden, Lorimer, and Neill were 
present, and the latter told in all its hor- 
rifying details what he had learned of the 
conditions and practices in the packing 
houses in Chicago. F 

The “report” consists at present of 
notes in great detail and affidavits from 
employes and patrons and others who have 
had special opportunities to become in- 
formed of the matters of which they tell. 


Mr. Neill had these data with him and 
referred to them from tjme to time as he 
went on with his story. His listeners 
said to him at the outset that the contro- 
versy dealt with one of the greatest in- 
dustries of the country, and that they 
wanted to know everything that thé re- 
port contained, and under the President’s 
instructions they were to have this and 
nothing less. 

In compliance with this declaration 
Neill gave them all the facts he had in 
hig locker, and at the end of the confer- 
ence Speaker Cannon said that there was 
but one course to be taken, and that wae 
to pass the Beveridge bill and give the 
country relief from the astounding and 
disgusting state of affairs in the packing 
business at Chicago. 


WHAT THE COMMISSION FOUND, 


Though no memoranda were made at 
the conference, Tas Timzs is in a pogi- 
tion to say that the findings of the 
President’s Commissioners are in sub- 
stance as follows: They say that lard 
is manufactured from hogs which die 
from cholera; that the meat inspectors 
are incompetent and overworked; that 
sanitary conditions prevailing at the 
packing houses are revolting; that the 
packers use preservatives, 2nd that meat 
is sold to Americans which is deemed un- 
fit for exportation to Europe. The com- 
mission’s remedy for all th's is publicity. 

The commission investigated the plants 
of Armour & Co., Nelson Morris & Co., 
Swift & Co., Schwartaschild & Sulzberger, 
the Hammond Company, the Cudahy 
Company, the Standard Slaughtering Com- 
pany, and numerous other concerns of 
more or less importance. 

When the President decided upon Méssrs, 
Reynolds and Neill to make the investiga- 
tion an effort was made to keep the matter 
a secret. The news, however, leaked in

there before they did. This*fact gave the 
packers considerable time to clean up. 
The commission spent tw2 or three weaks 
in Chicago, during which time its mem- 
bers interviewed persons of all classes who 
wore in the stock yards and who were 
engaged in the packing houses.

The commission visited the larger plants 
fm company with an Inspector. No at- 
tempt was made to prevent them from 
visiting any department of any plant, but 
there is reason to believe thet a great 
deal of cleaning had been done in expec- 


tation of the visit. At the headquarters 
of the Standard Slaughtering Company, in 

articular, they were delayed for several 

ov'rs in obiaining admission. After get- 
ting ir the commission could see that at- 
tempts had been made to remove filth 
from several places on the floors of the 
plant. The commission saw a great deal 
of cbjectionable matter in the corners of 
many rooms and covering the tubs and 
vais. They noticed in the Standard 
Sleughtering Company’s plant peculiar 
conditions growing out of wooden floors 
in slaughter houses. The old floors were 
being removed, and they observed that the 
Planks were soaked half through with de- 
cared matter. 

6 commission studied the whole sys- 
tem of the slaughtering of quarantine 
cattle and made a careful investigation 
to determine the number condemned at 
this place, discovering attempts which 
had been made to deceive them in regard 
to the number rejected during the day of 
their visit. The Standard Slaughtering 
Company is believed to be owned by com- 
mission men, and is open to the suspicion 
of a peculiar form of graft. That is to 
say, if the commission men choose to al- 
low good cattle to be quarantined, such 
cattle can be bought at an exceedingly 
low price, to the profit of the Standard 
Slaughtering Company and with a ioss 
to the shipper, who is defenseless in the 
matter. 

The commission was unable to deter- 
mine whether any corruption exists in 
the Inspection service, but they found 
innumerable opportunities 
practices. The most glaring deficiency in 
this respect was that meat which is 
condemned by the Federal inspectors 
should not be destroyed by such in- 
spectors, but should be disposed of ac- 
cording to the laws or ordinances of the 
tate or municipality in which the con- 
demnations were made.. In Chicago this 
@uty falls to the municipal inspectors. 

The Commissioners were not author- 
ized to investigate the municipal inspec- 
tion service, but they could not avoid 
being impressed by its gross inefficiency. 
The municipal inspectors, they round, 
are mostly ex-saloon keepers’ or prize 
fighters; men who know nothing what- 
ever about meat or its diseases. One 
man was turned out of office by the new 
city authorities, and in order to avenge 
himself went to the packing houses and

Used Sewer Filth. 


It has been frequently stated in pub-

them of the danger they were subjected 
to by the practices of the packers. 

That argument was conclusive, The

| The whole affair has been so swift and 

unerring that the packing interests are 
stuggered. A large and strong lobby 1s 
expected to arrive here to-morrow to see 
what can be done to save the situation. 
A representative of the packers said to- 
| night that it was agreed in Chicago and 
by those best informed here that there 
should be no opposition to the Beveridge 
| bill, but there would be an effort to mod- 
ify the section which — the pack- 
ers to pay the cost of inspection. By 
some it is telleved that this is more a 
tactical move than anything else. 

Had the bill, as presented in the Senate 
contained any such provision, it would 
have been subject to a point of order and 
could have been defeated. But there was 
no appropriation called for in it, and there 
was no feature of the measure that re- 
quired it to be made the subject of esti- 
mates. It was therefore favorably ar- 
ranged in that respect. Having passed the 
Senate, no such Dn of order will lie 
against it in the ouse, even if the ene- 
mies of the bill had the hardihood to try 
to make a fight on it. 

The chief concern with those who are 
interested in the fight between the 
President and the beef and hog industries 
now is that the public be informed by the 
President as to what the packers have 
been doing. There is less compassion for 
the meat producers in Congress than the 








President shows, and the feeling is strong | 


that an official report should come out. 
Senators who were seen to-night

The Democrats in the House are prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of the Bev- 
eridge meat inspection provision as it 
was tacked on the Agricultural Appropria- 
tion bill, and will help to hustle = aweg 
when they get a chance at it. More- 
over, they are equally unanimous in fa- 
vor of the publication of whatever re- 
ports Neill and Reynolds may write. 

Mr. Willlams said that by all means 
the official report should be made public, 
He is so much in favor of that course 
that, if it does not become apparent in 
the course of next few days that a report 
will be published without resort to such 
rocedure, he or some other Democrat will 
ntroduce a resolution in the House calling 
on the President for whatever informa- 
tion he may have on the subject. 


Question of Authorship. 

There is some curiosity to learn who Is 
the author of the Beveridge bill. Tne In- 
diana Senator, it is safe to say, is not. 
In fact, ‘he errors in the bill would seem 
to indicate that the bill was thrown to- 
gecther in great haste by some one well 
informed on the general subject. For in-

stance, in Section 5 of the bill as tntro- 
duced by Beveridge there occurs the 
statement ‘Shall be maintained in a 


sanitary condition according to the rules 
prescribed by the Secretary of Agricult- 
ure as provided in Section 111 of this act.” 
There are but twenty sections of the 
act, and the number one hundred and 
eleven must refer to some State act. The 
supposition is that the author of the bill 
put together Federal laws on the subject 
of meat inspection and hurled in some 
strong State law on the same subject. 


Senator Beveridge on Friday said that |

Offers Affidavits and Letters of 
Packing House Workers. 








TELEGRAPHS TO ROOSEVELT 





Asks for Neill-Reynolds Report—Cites 
Decision Showing Beveridge Law 


Will Be Ineffective. 





| Armed with affidavits and documents 
| Sustaining the charges made by him in 
| his book ‘‘ The Jungle,” which deals with 
the evils in the packing houses controlled 
by the Meat Trust, Upton Sinclair, the 
man responsible for the investigation con- 
} ducted by President Roosevelt’s agents, 
Messrs. Neill and Reynolds, reached New 
York yesterday, to remain until he learns 
from Washington whether or not their 
report is to be published. 

Mr. Sinclair regards the publication of 
this report as of infinitely more impor- 
tance to the public welfare than the pase- 
age of the Beveridge bill, which provides 
for Government inspection of all meats 
intended for inter-State commerce and 
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H. Jennings, a Notary Public of New 
York County: 


Vor eight months I was employed by a sales- 
man of Swift’ & Co. and studied the packing 
house business in Chicago. Previous to that 
time I had been in the butcher business all my 
life, and I was an ex judge of meat. My 
attention was immediately attracted to the 
» aod of the cattle which were killed by Swift 

Co. and canned by. Libby, McNeil & Libby. 
Numbers of these cattle were sold emaciated, 
when they were hardly able to drag themselves 
oe Many of them were old cows with 
calves. 

While I never personally witnessed it, it was 
thé common belief among the men in the place 
that the carcasses of unborn calves went to 
make veal loaf. I personally investigated the 
gy of preparing the so-called ‘“‘ boiled ”’ 

s. They were not boiled, but steamed, as 
this added greatly to their weight. The inside 
of these hams would be hard and absolutely 
raw. I have geen sausages hung in vats to be 
dyed red, for the same reason. he process of 

smnoking took a great deal of time and caused a 

great deal of loss of weight. 

As @ result of what I witnessed in Packing- 
town I have never since eaten canned or potted 
meat, or any sa e except that which I knew 
was not made in e large packing establish- 

| ments, and I oan state positively that no mar-

“The condemnation of diseased meat is 
a State funtion and it is delegated to the 
City of Chicago in its charter. The city 
ordinance empowers the Commissioner of 
| Health to perform this duty. Federal In- 
spectors do condemn and destroy meat, 
but they have no legal right to do this. 
Their instructions as to separating and 
tagging of diseased meat ends with ‘ to be 
disposed of according to the laws and or- 
dinances of the State and municipality in 
which it is found.’ This throws it into the 
hands of the city Inspectors and they are 
the only ones who can legally destroy it. 

“The Federal Inspectors admit this and 
claim that their condemnations are made 
under the threat of withdrawing the in- 
spection if not allowed to do so, 

“Foreign countries refused our meat 
and the packers appealed to our Govern- 
ment. It was finally arranged that Ger- 
many would accept American meat if our 
Government would guarantee its quality; 
to this end Federal inspection was insti- 
tuted at the packing houses. 

“The Federal Inspector comes to the 
packer to inspect his meat for export and 
at his bidding. He is under the packer’s 
influence continually and if not satisfac- 
tory to the packer, will lose his place. 
His instructions make it easy for him by 
saying that the diseased meat is ‘to be 
disposed of according to the laws and or- 
dinances of the State and municipality in 
which it is found.’ 

“The city Inspectors are the usual

“The Chief Meat Inspector could ride 
through the yards, pick out the finest 
beef, and. quarantine it; after it was 
killed, get it at his own price for the 
packers.

The decision 
was handed down in 1897. 

Boyer was indicted for attempting to 
bribe Leslie J. Allen, Frederick William 
Hopkins, and Don W. Patton, Assistant 
Government Inspectors detailed at the 
packing house. His attorney filed a de- 
murrer setting forth thé ahegation that 
the indictment did not set forth facts 
which constituted a crime under the law. 
The indictments were found under Sec- 
tion 5,451 of the Revised Statutes of the 
| United States, reiative to the bribery or 
attempted bribery of Government offi- 
cials, 

Trust Used Sewer Refuse. 


Mr. Sinclair mentioned the step taken 
by the City of Chicago in compelling the 
trust to pay for the skimming of refuse 
from the surface of Bubbly Creek, as the 
results of the efforts of Mr. Patterson, 
the son of the proprietor of The Chicago 
Tribune, who was a member of the Cabl- 
net of Mayor Dunne until he resigned a 


few months ago, after avowing his belief 
in Socialistic principles. 

“Bubbly Creek,’’ he said, “is an arm 
of the Chicago River which serves as a 
sewer for the packing house district. Filth 
gathers on,it {nm such quantities and the 
| Water is so charged with chemicals that it 
is in a state of constant turmoil, This 
condition gives it its name. Sometimes 
the filth would cake so solidly that chick- 
ens would walk on its surface, eating. 

“The trust skimmed the creek—some 
say for soapmaking purposes. Dr. Jacques 
declared that the trust used the skime 
mings for lard. I don’t know which is 
true, but I do know. that it caught on fire 
| Several times and the engines had to bé 
| caaee out to subdue the flames. At any 
rate, Mr. Patterson put a price on the

In his decision sustaining the demurrer 
and dismissing the indictment, Judge 
Williams wrote:

‘“It is a matter of public history that 
foreign countries had complained of 
American exportations of diseased meats, 
To guarantee foreign countries against 
such products, to promote American @OMs 
merce therein, and tO secure, as far a® 
possible, wholesome food products, Cons 
—— enacted the legislation whereby 
secretary of Agriculture was empow 
to have made a careful inspection of cat 
tle, sheep, and hogs at slaughter house@ 
which were about to be slaughtered, t 
products of which were intended for 
in other States and foreign countries. 
“'The yonene houses offered no oppos 
sition, if, in fact, they did not. approv 
and promote the legislation. They applie 
for the’ Inspectors, presumably because 
they desired to get the indorsement of the 
United States that their goods were sound, 
If, therefore, no indictment can be pred- 
feated under the statute, upon the stae 
of facts set forth in the indictment, it 
is because there was no power !n Cons 
ress to enact the statute, and the result 
Ollows that the Inspectors may be cor- 
rupted with impunity because their pres- 
ence in the slaughter houses and the du- 
ties they were called upon to perform 
were both without any legal warrant, in 
which event the United States has the al- 
ternative left to afford the packing houses 
the desired indorsement through the me- 
dium of Inspectors they never had the 
authority to appoint, or to withdraw them 
altogether and leave the subject to State 
jurisdiction.

The railway company had prepared to 
surprise the city officials, but the sur 
prise failed—at least partly. Engineer 
Edward Byrnes, who has charge of the 
bridges in Queens Borough, instructed 
the men at work on the lift bridge not to 
permit the railway company to string 
feed wires on the leaves of the bridge, 
and the men kept a sharp lookout. 

While their attention was attracted 
elsewhere a tower wagon belonging ‘to 
the railway company was driven rapidly 
toward the bridge from the car barns on 
Greenpoint Avenue, at Box Street. The

QUITS FOR THE SUMMER 


The Leader Suggests Meetings 
in Boarding Houses. 














HE WILL RETAIN HIS POST 





Wants to Make the Gatherings More 
Active Than Ever—A Scotch Mem: 
ber Gets In a Last Word.

With the advice that the members of 
his Bible class meet in little groups this 
Summer in their boarding houses, there 
to keep up their Bible studies, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., yesterday disbanded the 
class until the first Sunday in October. 

The Fifth Avenue Baptist Church has 
had on every Sunday a gathering of from 
100 to 175 men from odd corners of New 
York to discuss the Bible with their 
leader. Many of them are lodgers in very 
inexpensive ‘‘ rooming” houses, some are 
young men struggling for a footing in the 
business life of the great city, others 
gray and wearing almost shabby apparel. 
Many of them, as they have shown in 
brief disquisitions on Biblical topics, know 
a lot about the Bible. 

The two Scotchmen and the Swede, fa- 
miliar types, are well read in the Good 
Book, and one of the trio boasts no par- 
ticular form of religious belief, but says 


that in every religion, heathen and Chris- | 


tian, there is good, and that the Bible is 
worth any man’s study. 

Mr. Rockefeller said that although many 
would undoubtedly spend the entire Sum- 
mer out of the city, in the country or at 
the seashore, the majority would remain 
in the city. For this reason he favored 
the boarding house gatherings. 

“It might have been a good idea,” sug- 
gested a regular attendant, “ig some 
member who could afford it had offered 
to organize a camp in the country for all 
of us. We could manage to pay our rall- 
road fares, and by whacking up on the 
cost of living reap the benefits without 
any great cost to any one.” ‘ 

There were no such suggestions, how- 
ever, and the last gathering of the Rocke- 
feller Bible students differed only from 
the others in that an extra musical num- 
ber, a duet of very fine voices, was sung 
while the collection was taken up. 

In advising his class not to spend the 

Summer without giving thought to the les- 

s0ns afforded by the many studies they 
had made of Bible characters, the leader 

urged upon them to benefit by the threo 
papers on Joshua read yesterday, 

“Now, Mr. Rockefeller,”. began one of 
the two Scotchmen, rising suddenly in his 
pew. 

‘*It is impossible to permit of any fur- 
ther discussion now,” broke in Mr. Rocke- 
feller. 

“I just want to quote one verse of 
Scripture here and I'll sit down,” added 
the Scotchman. 

Mr. Rockefeller turned to the choir loft 
where the two singers were ready to be- 
gin the extra musical number, a song en- 
titled ‘‘ Divine Love.” 

“What this class should remember 
about the Book of Joshua," hurriedly de- 
clared the Scotohman, ‘ig the efghth 
verse of the first chapter: ‘This book of 
the law shall not depart out of thy mouth, 
but thou shalt meditate therein day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to do ac- 
cording to all that is written therein; for 
then thou shalt make thy way prosperous 
and then thou gnalt have good success.’ ” 

The word “success” was still on the 
Scotchman’'s lips when the organ boomed 
forth and the Scotchman had nothing to 
do but eit down. 

In one of the papers on Joshua the 
member of the class offering it compared 
Joshua to Moses as a candle in the sun- 


light, but added that in the dark a candle 
shines brightly. He pictured Joshua as

ART SCHOOL Y, W. C. A. 


Where Young Working Women Im- 
prove Their Chances In the Trades, 


Classes in elementary and advanced art 
are taught morning, afternoon, and even- 
Ing on the top floor of the Young Wo- 
men's Christian Association, 17 East Fif- 
teenth Street. On Wednesday night there 
Was a public reception to celebrate the 
thirty-fourth anniversary of the art 
classes and the ninth of the revised and 
enlarged school as it has flourished un- 
der the management of Miss Sophia An- 
toinette Walker. A notable display of 
students’ work gave point to the reception. 

Morning and evening classes taught by 
Miss Walker and Miss Helen Turner 
strive to give an all-round instruction in 
design, composition, wood engraving, and 
modeling, such as will help girls and 
young women who have to spend most of 
the day in shops and offices, together 
with drawing from the cast and from life, 
and some practice In water colors for ad- 
vanced scholars. These lessons are con- 
tinued for three years as a regular course, 
aided by lectures and visits to exhibitions 
and museums. 

There is an evening “ costume” sketch 
class for milliners. An afternoon class in 
art embroidery hag been instituted this 
| year under Miss Mary Bacon Jones, a 
| graduate of the school, Mmited to students 
who have some knowledge of design, in 
which they are expected to produce orig- 
inal sketches, which, if found worthy, are 
cut in wooden dies for stamping the de- 
sign or transferred directly to textilas 
with the needle.

HE NEW SODA FOUNTAIN IN THE TIMES BUILDING DRUG STORE 


A witty woman customer who saw the new soda 


fountain in THE TIMES BUILDING Drug Store 
called it one of the Seven Wonders of New York and 
said she had forgotten what the other six were. 


She was right. ‘That fountain in the Hegeman store 
is the only one in the United States with its own re- 
frigerating and ice cream and carbonating plant. It 
embodies all the latest innovations and improve- 
ments in the manufacture and sale of soda water. It 
is the culmination of seventy-four years’ progress in 
the fountain builders’ art. 


THE FIRST SODA FOUNTAIN. 


The father of the soda fountain industry was 
John Matthews, and the first soda fountain, made in 
1832, was carried around on a cart. Matthews made 
his soda water at home at night and peddied it on 
Canal Street in the daytime. Later he moved into a 
stone building on Twenty-seventh Street, just west 
of First Avenue, which had formerly been used for 
a jail. That building, more than a@ hundred years 
old now, is still part of the New York headquarters 
Fountain Co. 

Matthews generated his carboémnic acid gas in a 
crude fashion—at least, it would be considered crude 
now. His generator was a copper vessel containing 
two chambers. In one chamber was put marble dust 
and in the other sulphuric acid. When the acid was 


introduced into the marble dust chamber carbonic 
acid gas was given off. This was then passed 
through water, to be purified, and went into the 


copper fountain, a heavy closed cylinder with spher- 
ical ends. Before the gas was let in the fountain 
was partly filled with water. A violent shaking up 
of the gas and the water produced the finished prod- 
uct, soda water. Sometimes the process was varied 
by the use of bicarbonate of soda instead of marble 
dust, but not often, for the marble dust was cheaper. 

With his fountain once charged, its owner would 
peddle it through the streets. He kept his syrups in 
ordinary glass bottles and had only his eyes and his 
steady hand to detormine the amount of flavoring to 
go into each glass. Everything he used was carried 
along in the cart—lemons, knives for cutting them, 
towels for polishing his glasses, everything. 

Only a little while after Matthews started into the 
soda water business Charles Lippincott began to op- 
erate a fountain in Philadelphia. And about the 
same time James W. Tufts, a druggist of Medford, 
Mass., a town near Boston, installed one in his drug 
store. All three of these men got rich making and 
selling soda water. Each one built up a big con- 
cern, and each one introduced improvements over the 
original crude apparatus. Fifteen years ago the three 
big companies—one in Boston, one in New York, and 
one in Philadelphia—were merged and became the 
American Soda Fountain Co. 


75,000 FOUNTAINS IN UNITED STATES. 


Though the industry never lagged, the progress 
in the last few years seems to have been much great- 
er than that of the earlier stages. Crude as the orig- 
inal outfit of John Matthews was, the difference be- 
tween it and the fountain of twenty years ago 
is not as startling as the difference between the 
fountains between 1886 and 1906. At present there 
are 75,000 soda disposing fouftains in the United 
States, doing a business of $150,000,000 per annum, 
an average of $2,000 per fountain. 

As the thirsty wayfarer stands beside the polished 
onyx fountain on the ground floor of the Times 
Building, and idly sips his ice cream soda, little does 
he nw of the labor contributed to his enjoyment 
by mem and machinery thirty-five feet beneath him. 

if he wasn’t told no one would believe, for in- 
stance, that the electric motors that are part of the 
equipment of the Hegeman fountain number five, 
and altogether they aggregate a capacity of twenty- 
seven horse power; yet that is the fact. 


EQUAL TO SEVEN TONS OF ICE A DAY. 

Most people have an idea that ice is indispensable 
to a soda fountain, because one goes there to get ice- 
cold drinks. The impression is a false one. Ice is 
eliminated from the Hegeman fountain. Ice cream 
served at the counter here is a misnomer, for it is 
eream frozen, not by ice, but by brine kept at the 
temperature of zero, and packed in brine at 20 de- 
grees. A stream of water kept at a temperature 
one or two degrees above the freezing point keeps 
the soda water as cold as it can get without turning 
it into ice. As a concession to those who must have 
crushed-ice drinks—and these beverages are not 
drunk much these days—a few pounds of real ice are 
manufactured down under the Subway every day, 
but it is a quantity too small to count. The freezing 
work that is done in the private refrigerating plant is 
equal to that which would be accomplished by the 
melting of seven tons of ice a day. 


SUBTERRANEAN PLANT OF THE FOUNTAIN. 

Astonishing as are the architecture and the clever 
mechanical devices of the fountain itself, the real 
surprise comes with the first view of the subter- 
ranean plant, a flight of stairs below the Subway 
level. After seeing the complicated machinery of 
this carbonating and refrigerating plant one can 
never drink another soda upstairs without having 
visions of motors, and’ huge vichy tanks, and com- 
pressors, and things like that. 


MAKING ICE CREAM BY MACHINERY. 


The making of ice-cream is the prize attraction. 
Workers are at it just as the’visitor enters. Motors 
are buzzing. Two men lean interestedly over a 
mammoth can and peer at its contents. One of them 
takes the cork out of a bottle and the odor of vaniila 
fills the underground room. Then the men lift the 
can toward the huge cylinder with a copper pot on 
top of it. 

What looks like one cylinder is really two—one in- 
side the other. Between them circulates brine at a 
temperature of zero. The material for ice cream is 
poured into the coppe, pot until it is full, and runs 
into the inner cylinder. This 





cylinder holds ten gallons, but only five gallons of 
unfrozen cream go in at once, because freezing 
brings expansion. When the cylinder is half full 
every opening is closed and things begin to happen. 
The cylinder does not revolve, only the blades inside 
it. These blades, in appearance, are much like those 
in an ordinary ice cream freezer. The steel blades 
on the inside go one way and the wooden blades on 
the outside go the other. Each set of blades revolves 
sixty times a minute. 


A GALLON OF ICE CREAM EVERY MINUTE. 


With the brine at zero it takes only eleven min- 
utes to get the cream into a semi-hardened condition. 
By that time, through expansion, the cylinder is 
nearly full. The slipping of a lever at the bottom 
lets the half-hardened material out into cans. When 
one ‘four-gallon packing can is filled the lever is 
closei until another one can be put under. When all 
is out the process is repeated. 

The other night the cries from the fountain for 
more ice cream were so insistent that men had to be 
put to work half an hour after midnight to replenish 
the vanished supply. When the cream enters the pack- 
ing cans half frozen the cans are put into the packing 
box, where they rest in brine kept at about 20 de- 
grees. In this packing box, too, are stored soda 
water and mineral waters in ten-gallon tanks. There 
is room to pack seventy gallons of ice cream. Only 
the capacity of the packing plant limits the supply 
upstairs at the fountain—for, as far as the making 
goes, it would be easy to keep the supply well shead 
of any possible demand. 


REDUCING THE TEMPERATURE. 


The largest of all the motors, one of fifteen horse 
power, is‘the one that compresses the ammonia. The 
compressing outfit is the same kind that is to be 
found in an ice factory. As is well known to every- 
body who has studied elementary chemistry, the 
making of ice is by the absorption of heat from water 
by ammonia. The energy required in the compres- 
sion is absorbed in the form of heat from surrounding 
objects. When the surrounding object is not ordi- 
nary water, but brine, it does not turn into ice, owing 
to its great density, but retains its original form to 
a point far below zero. Brine is much more useful 
for freezing purposes than a solid mass like ice, espe- 
cially when the latter .is not as cold as the former. 
The ammonia pipes pass through a four-hundred- 
gallon tank of brine and send its temperature down 
to zero, sometimes lower. 


CIRCULATING THE BRINE. 

A three horse-power motor pumps the brine from 
the big tank through smaller tanks in the packing 
box, through the space between the two ice cream 
cylinders and upstairs through chambers under the 
counter of the fountain. There is a continual flow 
through the pipes, so that every gallon of brine 
comes back to the big tank and into contact with 
the ammonia pipes every little while. 

There is one motor, three horse power, whose 
only duty is to revolve the blades in the cylfndrical 
ice cream freezer. The engineer can make them go 
around fast or slow, as he chooses. Only the turn- 
ing of a button is necessary to regulate the force. 


SWEET WATER AT A TEMPERATURE OF 34’, 

Then there is the motor for pumping the “sweet” 
water, three horse power. The “sweet” water ts 
kept in a tank through which pass the pipes son- 
taining the freezing brine. Of course, the brine 
pipes have cut-offs, so that the flow can be stopped 
through certain pipes while it continues through 
others. Thus, the “sweet’’ water can be kept at the 
desired temperature of thirty-three or thirty-four 
degrees, to be pumped up under the fountain to cool 
the soda pipes. 


CARBONATING WATERS FROM LIQUEFIEDGAS. 
The last of the five motors attached to the 
fountain is the one that runs the carbonator. The 
capacity of that, too, is three horse power. They 
make their own soda water here. The carbonator 
is used for making soda water, vichy, seltzer and 
kissingen. Its main part is the steel drum the con- 
tents of which are subjected to a pressure of one 
hundrer and seventy-five pounds to the square inch. 
To make soda water a five-gallon drum, containing 
liquefied carbonic acid gas, is attached. Into the 
carbonator pass this gas and filtered water from the 
Times Building reservoir. The heavy pressure forces 
them together and—that is soda water. The soda 
water is pumped into four ten-gallon tanks in the 
packing box; and from them it flows through pipes 
er to the onyx draught fixtures on the Ree 

n. 

If vichy is to be made instead of plain soda the 
carbonator is connected with a ten-gallon tank: fas- 
tened to the wall about eight feet from the floor, 
Into this tank mineral spring water runs and is care 
bonated by the use of liquefied carbonic acid gas; the 
result is the vichy of the fountain, Seltzer and Kis- 
singen are made in the same way. There is a separate 
tank for every mineral water, and in the packing box 
there are three storage tanks—just like those used 
for soda .water, for the vichy, the seltzer, and the 
Kissingen. 

With all the electric motors in the sub-basement 
there is not the slightest heat. Even the covering of 
& motor is cool to the touch. The electric power it- 
self is generated blocks away and brought in by 
wires. .There.is very little noise, too. 


APPARATUS FOR HOT SODA IN WINTER. 


The hot soda apparatus is not working yet, but 
when the proper time comes it can be lit up. The 
heat will be supplied by a gas burner and the nat- 
ural expansion will be force enough to send the water 
to the fountain fixtures. The hot water is in a ten- 
gallon tank, from which pipes run through the drum 
above the burner. 


WATCHING THE THERMOMETERS. 


The engineer who runs this underground plant has 
to maintain several different temperatures. For in- 


stance, he has to get the brine to zero or under to 
freeze the ice cream. Then there is the thermometer 
in the brine in the packing box tanks, and that tem- 
perature there ought to be kept between fifteen and 
twenty degrees. The general atmogphere of the 
packing box is supposed to be close abéve the freezing 
point. And the circulating ‘“‘ sweet" water must be 
kept not lower than 82% degrees and not higher 
than 34. 

Contrast the elaborate layout and mathematical 
accuracy of this fountain with the simple, box-like 
affairs which twenty years ago were regarded as ob- 
jects of pride and which are now to be found in many 
stores. 


ARCHITECTURE OF THE FOUNTAIN. 


The passerby is immediately struck by the elabor- 
ate architectural effect of the Hegeman fountain and 
the flood of light. In the entire store—that is, the 
part of it which occupies the ground floor—there are 
five hundred and twentythree electric lights. 

F. H. Lippincott of Philadelphia is the designer 
of the fountain, and it was constructed under his per- 
sonal supervison. John H. Fredericks, New York and 
Philadelphia Sales Manager for the American Soda 
Fountain Company, directed the installation of the 
entire plant. 

The principal material is Peninsular onyx, brought 
from the company’s own quarry in California. The 
borders of darker material which run around under 
the roof and under the counter’s edge are of green 
Brazilian onyx, imported from Brazil at great ex- 
penge. Next to the floor is the base of Alps green 
marble, nearly the only substance in sight that is not 
onyx. 

The slabs of Peninsular onyx that form the count- 
er are almost perfectly clear, and free from any 
streaks. Through the slabs on the sides run brown- 
ish red veins, and these veins are iron. The veins 
give an effect of delicate tracery, and if one didn’t 
know better he might imagine that they were put 
there on purpose by the manufacturers. All the 
Onyx slabs, both the clear and the velned, were cut 
from solid blocks, for onyx is mined in blocks and 
sold by the cubic foot. 

The first glance at the fountain is enough to tell 
there is something Oriental about it. One is in doubt 
at first whether to decide that it is Chinese or Japan- 
ese. The Manager says the basic idea is Japanese. 
It looks like a pagoda. 

The roof, made of polished Hungarian glass set in 
a copper framework, surmounts four fluted onyx col- 
umns at the corners. These columns are fluted in 
the Corinthian style. Topping every column is an 
elaborate capital of bronze covered with fourteen- 
carat gold. 

ELABORATE PAINTINGS. 


If the drinker of cold drinks turns not his eyes to 
higher things, when he stands against the glistening 
counter, he will go away without seeing what is per- 
haps the most unusual feature of this onyx pagoda. 
That is the painting which forms the celling. It is 
the work of Lieschoff, a Holland painter, who now 
lives in Philadelphia. The figures of airy women 
and children, floating about with their hands grasp- 
ing luscious fruits, are on real canvas. The whole 
decoration represents “ Fruit and Flowers.” 


The panel on the east side, towards Broadway, 
shows a cupid tendering a bunch of flowers to his 
little inamorata, both seated on a garland of roses 
swung by two more cupids. The west panel shows 
the entrance of Spring, a dancing cherub pair ushered 
in by music. The north panel represents flowers, 
and the south panel fruit. On the north a dark-eyed 
beauty is dreaming on a fleecy bed of clouds under 
a rose bower, captured and bound by two cupids 
with garlands of roses. On the south the reclining 
nymph holding pereries with their luscious fruit 
is attended by cherubs who present her fruits 
from the east and the west, the pineapple and the 


cherry. 

The motive of the ceiling painting is carried out 
in the decoration of the great square col that 
rises in the middle of the fountain. From the sides 


of the column hang some very juicy-looking bunchés 
of Malaga grapes. These clusters of grapes are 
éleotroliers. They are made of real Bo an g 
and Ilpok good enough to eat. The es in 6a 
bunoh are joined together go skillfully that the elec- 
tric light inside does not show through the evracks, 
and so each grape seems to be iNumined of itsel! 

Above thé cliisters of grapes on the sides the 
column are four panels connecting with the ovér- 
head ting. In them the idea of the grapevine 
ad g the coliamn is carried up from the electro- 
Miers. Oupids holding vines and carrying baskets are 
fi ng above in the Summer sky. 

™m a dist: of ten or twelve feet the effect of 

the fountain oubled by the large mirror forming 
the east wal laced, as it is, against Broadway, 
the fountain has three open sides. Takin in all 
three, the distance from end to end is 41144 feet. If 
every soda drinker takes up elghteen inches of counter 
that means that twenty-seven can be served at once, 
not counting the ones who don’t mind reaching over 
the shoulders and under the arms of those tn the 


front row. 
CLEANLINESS INSURED. 

To no feature of the fountain did its makers give 
more attention than cleanliness. The receptacles in 
which the fruits and the syrups are kept are made of 
the materiais ysed hysicians—porcelain, vulcan- 
ized rubber, silver. ere is absolutely no danger 
from metallic contamination. 


EVERYTHING IN FRONT OF ATTENDANTS. 

From the standpoint of the utilitarian the most 
important innovation in the construction of the Hege- 
man fountain fs the placing of all materials in front 
of the men behind the counter. That is, they never 
have to turn their backs to the customers. When 
thousands of people have to be waited upon in a 
day the seconds are valuable; and men who heve 


given their lives to the study of soda fountains say 
that the fact that the soda servers do not’have to 
turn around is of incalculable advantage, 

Under the onyx counter more than a barrelful of 
syrups and crushed fruits are kept all the time— 
though. of course, they are not kept in barrels. 
There are sixty vitrified porcelain “ containers,” cach 
one with a capacity of one gallon. Fifty are for 
syrups and ten for crushed fruits. Besides, some of 
the more showy fruits, like strawberries and cherries, 
are kept on the counter in ornamental glass bowls, 
inviting—almost compelling—the passer-by te 
whether he intended to or not. 


MEASURING THE SYRUP AND ICE CREAM. 

A good example of the inventions that have re- 
duced the serving of ice cream soda almost to an 
exact science is the little device—sort of a combina- 
tion of a cup and a spoon—by means of which the 
amount of cream put into each glass is kept always 
the same. By a tiny pressure of the thumb the 
manipulator of the instrument clips off all the little 
ragged edges and drops precisely an ounce and a half 
of ice cream into the glass. The same principle has 
been applied to the syrup “ container."’ In the bottom 
of itis a depression which holds just an ounce ami a 
half of syrup. The rod, on the top of which the cus- 
tomer sees the name of the syrup, is hollow; when it 
is pushed down into the depression the ounce and a 
half of juice shoots up through it and out through 
the spigot. If a customer happens to want a little 
more flavoring it is easy, by a lighter pressure on 
the rod, to let him have it. 


ORNAMENTAL SODA DRAUGHTS. 

Up from the surface of the counter stand four 
large soda draught fixtures. Atop of each is an 
electric light, shaded by pendant prisms of the finest 
cut glass. The body of each fixture is the same clear 
onyx of which the body of the fountain is made. To 
each there are two double-stream draughts for plain 
soda and three single-stream mineral water 
draughts. In all, therefore, there are eight of the 
double-stream soda draughts and twelve of the 
single-stream mineral water draughts for the foun- 
tain. In addition there are three hot soda draughts, 
entirely separate from the large fixtures. With the 
weather warm and getting warmer they don’t 
amount to much now, but in the Fall they will he 
indispensable. 


TIME SAVED IN MIXING. 

The soda draught, like the syrup “ container "’ and 
the ice cream ladle, has its new labor-saving, time- 
saving device. By means of this the full stream and 
the fine (or “‘ needle”) stream are regulated by the 
same lever. It’s all in the angle—if the soda clerk 
turns the lever so much the “ needle’ stream comes; 
if the fraction of an inch more, the full stream. It 
used to be so that he had to turn one little wheel to 
bring one kind of stream and another little wheel to 
bring another. What these innovations really mean 
can best be told by the statement, which has been 
proved by trial, that with their aid three drinks can 
be turned out in the same timo that it took to make 
one drink without them. 


RAPID SERVICE OF DRINKS. 

Because of these devices, one soda clerk, ff he 
moves with alacrity, can serve three drinks a minute, 
or nearly two hundred an hour. 

The space beneath the onyx counter is taken up 
by more interesting and mysterfous things than any 
one would ever dream of. Who, for example, would 
suppose that brine, at twenty degrees or maybe a 
little less, was kept in constant circulation around 
the ice cream cans whose tops alone are visible? 
There are five of these cans, each one holding four 
gallons. They are distributed along the 41% feet 
of counter, so that the man in the white apron never 
has to step far for his cream. Then there are dif- 
ferent chambers through which circulates the “sweet” 
water (which means fresh water) to keep the soda 


pipes as 14 as possible without freezing. There 

still er chambers, kept cold by the B ose ene 

cold-water es, used for storing mineral waters, 
malt, eggs and Various other things. 


Unless means were taken to prevent it, the cold 
weir quid make the sides of the onyx oounter 
and the atmosphere would condense into mois- 
ture against it. And this would mean the solling of 
many @ pretty dress. Insulation provides against 
this, Next to the onyx is an air chamber, next to 
that a myer of slate, then a layer of cork and then 
copper sheet. Separated thus from the brine and 
cold pipes the veined slabs remain at about the same 
temper as the surrounding air. 


MAKING THE SYRUPS. 

The sub-basement plant of Hegeman & Co. oc- 
pos ay two rooms along the south and east sides of 
the building. It is the smaller one that has the 
ammonia compressor, the packing box, the carbon- 
ator, the mechanical ice cream freezer, and all the 
motors but one. That one, the one that pumps the 
brine, sits on top of the four-hundred-gallon tank 
in the larger room. The large space left is the fieid 
of operations of the expert who makes the chocolate, 
the coffee and the fruit juices. es 

Here is a big department in {tself. Walls lined 
with bottles, boxes and packages of all sorts make 
the place look like a big grocery store. In fact, there 
is enough stock stored there to equip a good-sized 
retail shop. Nothing that can be made at home is 
bought outside by Hegeman & Co. for their fountain. 
With everything done under its own eye, the corpor- 
ation can get what it wants,and get it pure and fresh. 

One of the items for the day is one thousand 
pounds of sugar. A case of oranges and a case of 
lemons have to be bought every morning, and thirty 
dozen eggs. Between midnight and midnight the 
soda clerks use fifty gallons of chocolate syrup. Six- 
ty-five quarts of milk are used at the fountain in 
egg drinks. The day’s make of ice cream requires 
eighty quarts of heavy cream and eighty quarts of 
Nght cream. F 


The plain syrup is made in a barrel. The mixer 
pours into it ten gallons of water to a hundred pounds 
of sugar. After mixing ts well he strains it through 
cloth into another barrel. This syrup-making has to 
be repeated four or five time a day, The manufac- 
ture of liquid chocolate js done in ‘much the same 
way. The reoipe is: Two gallons of water, three 
and @ half pounds of chocolate, four pounds of sugar, 
mixed in a big jar. For the making of coffee there 
is @ patent copper arrangement in which the coffees 
soaks for a certain length of time and Is then strained 
through cotton. In coffee syrup there are four 
pounds of sugar to one of coffee. 

Making orange or lemon syrup is about the most 
{interésting one of the mixer’s tasks—most |interest- 
ing, that is, to the spectator, Suppose it is lemon 
syrup he is making: He shaves the skins off thirty 
lemons into a pan and lets them stand with sugar 
two hours. Then he squeezes the fruit proper into 
the mixture, and adds water and more sugar, After 
that comes the straining. It is the same* way with 
making the orange syrup. 

In the cage of other fruits—strawberry, raspberry, 
cherry, peach, pineapple—getting the syrup into shape 
for fountain use is more simple. The concentrated 
extract is bought by the wholesale and plain syru 
is added in proper proportions. There are two dif- 
ferent kinds of cherry syrup—Morello cherry and 
wild cherry. Most expensive of all is the pistachio, 
made from pistachio nuts. These nuts sell at about 
$1.75 a pound. They are treated by the same gen- 
eral process as are Jemons and oranges when con~« 
verted into a syrup, the skins being peeled off and 
crushed into a pulp. The vanilla extract, most used 
of all the flavors, is bought in large quantities; to 
make the syrup the mixer puts 2% ounces of extract 
to two gallons of plain syrup. 


20 FLAVORS AND THEIR COMBINATIONS. 
The expert “mixer” of soda fountain drinks be- 
gins all his operations with simple syrup flavors, 


about 20 in number. They are: 
Strawberry, Apricot, 
Vanilla, 3anana, 
Pineapple, toot Beer, 
Raspberry, Ginger, 
Chocolate, Blackberry, 
Orange, Huckleberry (rare), 
Lemon, Maple, 
Cherry, Tamarino, 
Currant, Alm cnd, 
Sarsaparilla, Coffee, 
Peach, Tea, 


Of course some of these are used much less than 
others—vanilla, strawberry, and pineapple, the soda 
fountain men say, are the three principal flavors, 
leading all others in popular favor. On the other 
hand, huckleberry, blackberry, maple and a few 
others are rarely used, but they are always kept 
on hand. 

Working with these simple flavors as a basis a 
man who has the blending talent can get from them 
combinations without number. Every fancy-named 
beverage advertised on a fountain is made up of two 
or more of the simple syrup flavors mixed together 
in some attractive form. 

“It would be impossible to tell how many combi- 
nations can be made from the simple flavors,” said 
one of the most expert “ mixers” in New York the 
other day, “ because there’s no Iimit to what you can 
be if you keep on. Put three or four syrups together, 

ick out a name for the mixture, and you have a 
new drink. Look at this list.” 

He handed his visitor a booklet issued by a syrup 
establishment. A faithful count of the “ formulas” 
brought out the fact that there were ninety-nine 
combinations described, not including the primary 
flavors. Some of these so-called fancy drinks achieve 
@ permanent reputation; others are fads of a season 
and pass away. 

Take the flavor called nectar, for example. It is 
a combination of raspberry, vanilla, pineapple, and 
sour lemon. There is one syrup with the simple name 
of spice, which is a combination of all the spices 
mingled. Sherbet syrup is made from vanilla, pine- 
apple, raspberry, and orange. Orgeat is a syrup 
made from orange and almond. ‘‘ The Lotos Club's” 
flavoring ingredients are sour lemon and tea. They 
mix coffee and vanilla and call the mixture a 
* Broadway.” The “ Temptation Sundae” is a sun- 
dae flavored with three crushed fruits—strawberry, 
banana, and pineapple. There are all sorts of egg 
drinks, and in them are used some of the syrups. 
The coffee-egg-and-ice-cream has gained much vogue 
among downtown business men in a hurry. There is 
the souffle made of egg shaken up with milk, flavored 
with any syrup the customer may desire. An egg 
ee is just a beaten-up egg with fluid extract of

VARIETIES OF MINERAL WATERS. 


Besides the charged waters made in the sub-base- 
ment carbonator there are a number of pure mineral 
waters that come from natural mineral springs 
throughout the country. Some of these are geyser, 
lithia, congress and deep rock. The bottles holding 
them are stored away by the dozen in the packing 
box, and a Imited supply is kept in the cold cham- 
bers of the fountain itself. 

Many a Subway passenger, on his way to or from 
trains, has guessed at the contents of an oaken cab- 
_ just outside the revolving doors that separate 
the basement from the Subway station. The cabinet 
is not a cabinet after all—it only looks like one. It 
is the covering for the brine water and soda pipes 
that run from the sub-basement up to the fountain. 
If he looks up as he passes through the basement 
the passenger will see still other box-like coverings, 
painted white to look lixe the ceiling. Nowhere are 
the pipes visible, and their passage through is not al- 
lowed to interfere with the appearance of the lower 
floor of the Hegeman establishment. 
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SIFTING IMMIGRATION. 

The Immigration bill just passed by 
the Senate makes one only seriously 
fmportant change in the conditions of 
gdmission for immigrants. It excludes 
“ell persons over 15 years of age and 
physically capable of reading who can- 
not read the English language or some 
other language.” The test is to be 
made by submitting to the immigrant 
@ slip of paper containing not less 
than twenty nor more than twenty-five 
words of the Constitution of the United 
States printed in double small pica in 
the language he may prefer to be test- 
e€ with. No two persons in any group 
of thirty are allowed to receive the 
game slip. “An admissible immigrant 
or & person now in or hereafter ad- 
mitted to this country may bring in or 
send for his wife, his children under 18 
years of age, and his parents or grand- 
parents over 50 years of age if they are 
otherwise admissible, whether they are 
able to read or not.” 

We believe that on the whole this 
provision for securing better immi- 
grants is a sound one. We are quite 
aware that some of the worst immi- 
grants we get are not only able to read, 
but are fairly educated, and some of 
them very well educated. It was dis- 
rovered long ago that an educated ras- 
cal or fanatic can do more harm than 
zn ignorant and illiterate one. But the 
rule also works the other way, and a 
well-intentioned person is better able 
to meet the requirements of citizenship 
if moderately instructed. 
not the case the millions we spend on 
elementary schooling for our own peo- 
ple would be thrown away, which clear- 
ly they are not. We are aware also 
that the country has made excellent 
use of illiterate immigrants in the past, 
and that for the most part their chil- 
@ren and grandchildren take to school- 
ing as eagerly and successfully as the 
children of natives, or more so. Nev- 
ertheless, the advantage of some 
echooling remains undeniable and the 
difficulty of acquiring the moderate 
&mount imposed in the bill is so incon- 
siderable that we are not likely to lose 
meny desirable immigrants, and those 
‘we get will be indubitably more desir- 
able. 

An attempt was made in the Senate 
to provide an adequate information 
bureau connected with the immigra- 
tion offices for the purpose of promot- 
ing ‘‘a beneficial distribution of aliens 
among the several States desiring im- 
migration.” A clause to that effect 
was reported by the committee, but it 
was hotly opposed as tending to “ pa- 
ternalism,” and was finally amended 
50 as simply to give the Commissioner 
of Immigration authority to establish 
such a bureau with his present force, 
and at an expense of not more than 
$20,000. Meanwhile permission was 
given to the severa! States, and to cor- 
porations or associations maintaining 
an immigration bureau, to have agents 
at the immigration stations with prop- 
er facilities for presenting to immi- 
grants the inducements for settling in 
the sevéral States. We do not our- 
selves see why this is not in principle 
as much paternalism as a well-organ- 
ized and sufficient set of Federal bu- 
reaus of information would be, while 
the control and regulation to be had 
from the Federal system will be much 
more difficult to secure. We trust that 
the House will restore the clause. The 
demand for it comes mostly from the 
South, and is reinforced by opinion in 
New York and the neighboring States, 
which last year received more than 
600,000 of the million arrivals.

STRENUOUS WOMEN SUFFRAGISTS. 

There were promonitions of trouble 
the other day when London's lady suf- 
fragists adjourned einging the “ Mar- 
seillaise.” Previously, it will be re- 
membered, they had been arrested at 
the Premier’s residence, and ejected 
from the Commons gallery. Later the 
storm broke in full fury. Mrs. MontTH- 
FIORE—a name which may become his- 
torical—harangued the “ suffragettes” 
from her second-story window, sug- 
gesting that they break “ Assassin” 
AsQuiITH’s windows by way of educat- 
ing the Ministers. She herself is ad- 
vancing the cause -by defending her 
house against the bailiffs who are seek- 
ing again to sell her property for the 
taxes which she refuses to pay to a 
Government that refuses her represen- 
tation through her vote. 

It is the spirit of "76 over again, and 
this time not in a‘colony, but at home 
And, moreover, the same spirft has 
been manifested before over another 
outrage. The “ passive resisters ” have 
withheld taxes in protest against ap- 
plication of secular taxes to religious 
education. These things might almost 
be read under a St. Petersburg cate 
line. What is coming over British polli- 
tics? What is there left of the amenf- 
ties of public life when constituents ask 
the resignation of such a gentleman as 
Sir Epwarp Cuarke for disingenuocus- 
ness in seeking election as a supporter 
of CHAMBERLAIN, and in declaring ad- 
hesion to Baurour after election? Per- 
haps nothing very shocking fs happen- 
ing after all. Perhaps the ladies and 
gentlemen in British public life are 
only sitting up and taking real interest 
in the proceedings. Under such condi- 
tions human nature is likely to mant- 
fest itself in any country.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





There ts a good deal 
of mystery in the story 
from Berlin about the 
taking of elaborate pre- 
cautions against the 
further demoralization of the German 
youth by American dime novels. It ts 
| highly surprising to learn that this par- 
ticular part of our literary output is an 
article of export, and more surprising 
still is the apparent implication that the 
| little Berlin boys can read Hnglish with 
sufficient facility to enjoy works - that 
would seem to be beyond the comprehen- 
sion of readers not deeply versed in the 
most colloquial elements of our dear lan- 
guage. It may be, of course, that the 
yarns have been translated into German, 
but that the performance of such a task 
should be necessary, or profitable, is a 
curious reflection upon the industry of 
the Teutonic writers. And what a queer 
thing an American dime novel must be in 
German! However, the Eerlin dispatch 
says that the Prussian authorities have 
been moved to action by one Wiure:tm 
Kur, aged 12, who, after too prolonged 
devotion to these dreadful tales, provided 
himself with a 75-cent revolver and am- 
bushed an old gentleman who was taking 
a quiet stroll down Unter den Linden.

It is a fact that boys 
sometimes seem to be injuriously affected 
by the reading of too many of these Lit- 
tle books, but apparently it is the excess 
that does the harm, for it is hard, in the 
ease of a vast majority of the so-called 
novels, to find in them anything ob- 
viously bad. Their material is that of al 
tales of adventure, and, if they make the 
“ picaro”’ a hero, it is only what novel- 
ists, big and little, have been doing ever 
since the tribe began. The idealization 
of train robbery is not appreciably more 
demoralizing than that of cattle stealing, 
and if bloodshed were to be barred as a

“That the housing problem can be solved 
and the congestion in crowded centres re- 
lieved by a concerted movement of manu- 
facturers, operators, and others to new 
areas, arrangements being made for se- 
curing to the people the increased value 
which their presence will give to the sites, 
and the areas being carefully planned so 
as to make adequate provision for the in- 
dividual and social needs of the people, 
especially with a view to securing for all 
time the combined advantages of town 
and country life.’ This does not sound 
like a very practicable programme, but 
the suggestion about “securing to the 
people the increased value which their 
presence will give to the sites” {is highly 
interesting as showing the spread of com- 
Paratively new views as to land values 
and land speculation. Another speaker 
at this meeting was RipER HAGGARD, 
whose plea was for the agricultural la- 
borer. Mr. Haaoarp ascribed the pov- 
erty and the consequent physical deterio- 
raticn of the British masses to the fact 
that for years these laborers have been 
drifting to the cities, and he asserted that 
the safety of the ration depended upon 
the establishment of a motion in the op- 
posite direction. None of the orators 
seems to have been very clear as to how 
the attractions of the country were to be 
increased to a degree likely to call back 
the missing population for which the 
country had ceased to provide even such 
eupport as the cities have given It.

Your editorial this morning, under the 
caption ‘“‘Tear "Em All Down,” is very 
much to the point, although, in the lan- 
guage of the late Artemus Ward, it was 
“ writ ironic.’ 

The drastic rebuke which you administer 
to Judge Gaynor is timely and just, too. 

But has it occurred to you that in your 
wholesale support of what ts known aa 
the Armstrong legislation at Albany you 
assumed exactly the same attitude 
toward life insurance that Judge Gaynor 
assumed, in his speech, toward the rail- 
roads? You may not have been conscious 
of it, but such was the fact. 

Brushing aside individuals and Boards 
of Trustees, and this or that act which 
may have been right or wrong, and com- 
ing down to the question of life insurance 
itself and individual companies, isn’t it 
eertain that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
performs no moré certain and necessary 
function in the development of the coun- 
try than does the New York Life Insur- 
ance Company, except that it operates in 
a different way? Having advocated a 
limitation on the business which this com- 
pany may do, however economically and 
properly done, you have taken a position 
which would lead you logically to urge 
that the expansion of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad should cease, that its tunnels to 
New York should not be Fuilt, that its 
programme of double-tracking and gener- 
ally expanding its plant from here to Chi- 
cago should be curtailed, that its methods 
of paying its employes and handling the 
traffic should be prescribed in detail, and 
provision made that any departure from 
these prescriptions on the part of an offi- 
cer should constitute a misdemeanor. This 
is no fanciful parallel; it is an absolutely 
true one. . 

A great Hfe insurance company, operat- 
ing with a plant that has been built up 
through half a century of work, cannot 
follow out the behest of the Armstrong 
bills without enormous destruction and 
loss. An effective agency department is 
not so constructed that you can turn its 
power on and off as you would a current 
of electricity. It is a living body, and it 
expands or ft dies. The law which you 
have advocated, and which has been 
enacted by the State, says practically 
that all such organizations shall die. It 
says, too, that plans of management 
which naturally would have involved a 
further expansion of life insurance to in- 
clude thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands of people not insured shall be aban- 
doned. The effect of the law is to say 
that $500,000,000 of life insurance which 
would have been written within the next 
twelve months shall not be written, that 
thousands of families that would have 
been protected shall not be protected. It 
not only negatively destroys in that it 
stops progress, but it positively destroys 
in that it tears to pieces great plants 
which have cost years of labor and mill- 
ions of dollars to construct. 

Why is it that you can see the folly of 
Judge Gaynor’s doctrine as applied to the 
railroads, and you cannot see the in- 
Iquity of the extreme phases of the Arm- 
strong bills?

CARRYING FIREARMS. 


Modification of the Law Urged on Be- 
half of Reputable Citizens. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent comment in your interesting 
column “ Topics of the Times” presents 
food for reflection on the “ strangely 
common practice "’ among apparently re- 
spectable New Yorkers of carrying fire- 
arms. The situation, from my humble 
point of observation, is well worth a lit- 
tle study, with a key to be found possi- 
bly with the Police, Department. 

Presumably the law providing severe 
penalty is directed particularly at those 
of vicious tendency, but as it blankets all 
alike the respectable citizen desiring to 
insure self-protection must become a law- 
breaker, while the lawbreaker, by instinct 
or habit, finds nothing more deterrent in 
a “pistol ordinance” than he does in 
other laws against pursuit of his calling 
ag a thug or highway robber. 

In other words, the law as it stands 
and is administered seems rather more en- 
couraging than discouraging to an an- 
archistic state. 

Would it not be remedial to so amend 
the law as to heavily penalize only those 
of criminal record or known criminal as- 
gociations discovered in possession of 
deadly weayons? In short, to fix the 
carrying of"arms by such persons as clear 
evidence of criminal intent, to be pun- 
ished accordingly? 

Has not a law-abiding citizen as much 
right to protect himself abroad as in his 
own home? Ig it reasonable to suppose 
that respectable citizens disregard the law 
for the fun of the thing?

BOSTON, May 26.—News from the Globe 
Camp in Arizona this week has been ex- 
tremely pleasing to Bostonians who are 
interested in copper mining in that. ter- 
ritory., Black Hawk is developing’ so well 
at the 400-foot level that orders have 
been sent to sink a perpendicular three- 
compartment shaft, to strike the lode at 
a depth of 600 feet. Thirty tons of the 
ore cut on the 400-foot level showed a net 
profit to the company of $15 per ton. Six 
per cent. is copper. 

From Butte comes the report that the 
Honeycomb group of claims, on the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains, has been 
bought by stockholders in the Bald Butte 
Company. The ore of that district is 
free milling. These claims lie east of the 
Penobscot Mine, which was once very 
valuable. 

East Butte has purchased 115 acres on 
the southeast of its location for some- 
thing above $50,000.

RAILROAD PLANS HELD UP. 


Effect of Hepburn Rate Bill on Plans 
of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton. 


One effect of the changes in the Federal 
railroad law proposed in the Hepburn Rate 
bill. has been to discourage certain in- 
terests from carrying out plans which they 
had formed for developing enterprises in 


which certain railroad properties were to 





become partners, so to speak, in com- 
mercial undertakings. One instance of 
this kind is the holding up of plans for 
the erection of a large cement plant on 
the lines of the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton. 
The company which proposed the erec- 
tion of this plant desired to obtain sub- 
scriptions from the railroad, on the 
ground that the new works would add 
largely to the road’s traffic. The rail-

It is a long step forward in the direction 
of free access to French capital that an 
American railroad company, acting di- | 
rectly with French bankers, has placed an | 
issue of $25,000,000 of bonds in the Paris | 
market. This seems to open the way to 
further transactions, and, as there is lit- | 
tle doubt that investments in securities | 
such as those of the Pennsylvania Raili- | 
road, will prove satisfactory to French 
capitalists, it seems probable’ that the 
movement now begun will result event- 
ually in very heavy investments on the 
part of Frenchmen in American securities. 

To what extent France is capable of in- 
vesting abroad is clearly indicated by the 
fact that the amount of French capital 
already loaned abroad amounts to about 
$15,000,000,000. This perhaps is half of 
the total French investments in securi- 
ties, the investments of this class being 
about evenly divided between home and 
foreign ventures. A recent estimate of 
the funds annually available in France 
for investment in other countries places 
the amount at $500,000,000. A nation ca- 
pable of sending abroad yearly such a 
vast sum is clearly a most valuable addi- 
tion to the Ist of countries favorably in- 
clined toward American securities. The 
money already invested by Frenchmen in 
America has béen estimated et $120,000,- 
000, an insignificant amount compared 
with the total French investments abroad. 

For years past Russia has been the 
residuary legatee of French investors. 
French capital by the hundreds of 
millions has been poured into that coun- 
try partly because of the relatively high 
rates of interest which were obtainable 
there and partly because of the close po- 
litical alliance which existed between the 
two countries. The political reasons 
for further French investments in Rus- 
sia have been much weakened apparent- 
ly by the recent entente cordiale between 
France and England. The economic rea- 
sons for further extensions of French 
advances to Russia also appear to hav 
considerably diminished. 

It is the consensus of opinion in Eu- 
rope that to no country can European in- 
vestors turn with greater assurance of |

garded as high by investors in France, 
who on the average are accustomed to 
receive an estimated income of about 
8% per cent.

torney deems it necessary to exhume a 
body or aay part of a body, and submit it 
to a physical or chemical examination 
to ascertain the cause of death. 
Unlawful dissection is a misdemeanor, 
After discussin the Penal Code ths 
Coroners resolv to prosecute any hos- 
ital pathologist who attempted to per- 
orm en autopsy without the permission 
referred to under the law.

Every Superintendent, or other person in au- 
thority, of a hospital in the City of New York, 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be subject to a penalty of not 
exceeding $100 for each and every offense.
